In 1521 Jean Stofler, a German, 


plunged Europe Into terror by predict- 
ing a universal deluge in 1624 "owing 
to the conjunction of several planets In 
a watery s.gn"—the watery signs are 
Cancer, Scorpio and Pisces. At bis 
ominous words thousands fled to the 
mountains, and others took refuge in 
boats. Awinol, a doctor of law and 
canon of Toulouse, even built a sort 
of ark on four pillars as a haven of 
refuge. 
There was no need of such 


excitement. 
No flood came. On the 


contrary, the season was even calmer 
and drier than usual. 
Stofler had, In- 


deed, made a serious blunder and one 
for which many of his fellow astrol- 
ogers, including Cardau, never par- 
doned him. 


Stofler, however, is only one in a long 


list of prophets whose predictions in 
regard to the end of the world have 
proved utterly false. 
As far back as 


the year 1000 many communities in 
Europe were driven half distracted by 
rumors that the day of judgment was 
close at hand, and again, In 1186, whole 
cities were paralyzed with fright for 
the same reason. Now and again dur- 
ing the latter part of the middle ages 
the same extraordinary phenomenon 
was witnessed, though In a lesser de- 
gree, and ever since the modern re- 
vival of occultism there have not been 
wanting erratic prophets of the Jean 
Stofler type. 


Tears ago a Mr. Baxter created a 


sensation In England by his prediction 
that the world would certainly come to 
an end in 1887. 
Thousands believed 


in him, and great was their surprise 
when they discovered that he was mis- 
taken. 
Yet such is the credulity of 


human nature that their faith in him 
remained unshaken, and, no matter 
what year he selected as the final one 
of the world's existence, they accepted 
his prediction as gospel truth. 


Equally hold, though doubtless not 


as popular as Baxter, Is the Abbe Du- 
pin, 
cure of the village of Dion, In 


France, and author of a book with the 
following extraordinary title: "The 
grand coup or tftiversal cataclysm will 
ravage the world between the 19th and 
21st of September, 1896, according to 
the Scriptures. The prophecies of the 
Old and New Testaments 
compare 


with those of the fathers and with 
the secrets of La Salette, In which Is 
foretold the great war which will de- 
stroy nine-tenths of the human race, 
the coming of antichrist and his 
elgn, after which the church will 
riumph over her enemies and the 
elgn of Christ begin on earth." The 
uthor fixed September, 1896, as the 
me when the great "coup," as he call- 
d It, would take place, but he added 
hat if it did not take place then It 
ould certainly occur before the close 
f 1899. 
The appearance of comets has fre- 
uently given rise to similar predic- 
ons. This was the case when the fa- 


mous comet of 1680 appeared. Whls- 
on ascribed the deluge to its former 
ppearance, nnd such an excitement 
id it cause nruong all classes of the 
eople that Bayle wrote a treatise to 
ro\o the absurdity of belief founded 
n these portents. 
Mrne. de Levigne,

There 


was great excitement. Once more the 
nd of things waa declared at hand. 
Humanity was threatened. What was 
;olng to happen? The orbit—that is to 
,ay, the path of the earth—had been 
confounded with the earth Itself. The 
atter was not to reach that point of 
ts orbit traversed by the comet until 
Nov. SO, more than a month after the 
'omet's passage, and the latter was at 
no time to be within 20,000,000 leagues 
of us. Once more we got off with a 
good fright." 


In his entertaining book, "La Fin du 


Monde," M. Flammarion gives a graph- 
ic description of a collision between 
the earth and a comet which Is to take 
place some time In the twenty-fifth 
century. "These two heavenly bodies 
the earth and the comet," he writes 
"will meet like two trains rushing 
headlong upon each other with resist 
less momentum, as If Impelled to mu 
tual destruction by an Insatiable rage 
But in the present instance the velocl 
ty of shock will be 865 times greater 
than that of two express trains havlni 
each a speed of 100 kilometers pe 
hour."—New York Herald.

the affairs of tbe country. 


In the general contention made for 


the protection,'of labor there is the 
most advanced idea that has been 
given for the direction of man, which 
idea was and still is included in tbe 
policy of the party. Those who gave 
the party form builded better than 
they knew, which seemed to be a rule 
that was ever present in all that was 
accomplished by the wonderful men 
who gave political life to onr complex, 
yet simple form of government. The 
protection given to labor as then con- 
tended was the moving power of the 
party, and would be its strength iu 
these times we're conditions the same 
as they were before 1852, 


The party is right io conscience and 


judgment upon the labor question, and 
the cause that has taken labor largely 
away from ite support ia not attribut 
able to any change in the will or intent 
of the party, but is attiibutable to a 
change in the conditions that are upon 
the country now, when compared with 
the conditions that were upon the 
country in tbe first half of the present 
century. 


In labor are the elements of pro- 


gress. There is much speculation about 
the advanced condition of the present 
as represented by refined civilization. 
Tbe causes that have given to civiliza- 
tion its advance are, as a rule, severely 
let alone by those who review the 
effects, except it may be by inference, 
bnt In no instance, when allusion has 
baen made by modern writers to the 
Bibject of cause, has labor received 
any credit. 


The cause that causes labor to be 


set aside without credit is contained in 
an element that ia deep rooted in ad- 
vanced civilization, which we learn so 
much about from sources dependent 
on labor. The source from which we 
learn that money has always controled 
labor and would continue to control it 
are fountains that derive their supply 
from the loins o'f labor. 


It is the story in another form of a 


daughter who becomes ashamed of a 
mother who acquired the means over a 
wash tab to give her an education. 


Labor does not only contain the 


elements of civilization but his been 
and is the moving force that has de- 


. Teloped civilization ancient and mod- 


ern which fact is established in its 
higher relations to the world. 
As 


labor makes progress civilization ad- 
vances to a higher plain and if ad- 
vancement in civilization is de»ired, 
give labor protection.
